was given added impetus today 
as a result of hitherto undis- 
closed information made public 
at the kidnapers’ trial in Kansas 
City. 

Introduction of Carl Austin 
Hall’s written confession to the 


. Federal Bureau of Investigation 
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created a sensation because the 
kidnap-killer of Bobby Green- 
lease insisted he had almost the 
full $600,000 ransom with him 
when arrested here by Police Lt. 
Louis Shoulders and Patrolman 
Elmer Dolan. 

Disclosures in Hall’s confes- 
sion came as a surprise to St. 
Louis police officials, who had 
been unable to obtain copies of 
the kidnapers’ statement to the 
FBI. 


Police Chief Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell has wired federal officials 
at Kansas City with a request 
for a complete transcript of 
Hall’s confession. He said a pre- 
vious request had been turned 
down by the United States At- 
torney General's office. 


Police Board Confers. 


The Police Board, at an infor- 
mal conference last night, dis- 
cussed the Greenlease case, al- 
though I. A. Long, board presi- 
dent, said there were no plans 
at this time to recall Shoulders 
or Dolan as witnesses in the in- 


quiry. | 

Hall, in his confession. said 
his suitcases were not taken to 
the Newstead Avenue Police 
Station with him after he was 
arrested at the Town House, 
5316 Pershing avenue. He also 
told of two fiysterious*persons 
—a man and a blonde woman— 
who appeared on the scene at 
the apartment hotel. 

Hall’s statements were at such 
variance with those given to in- 
vestigators by the two St. Louis 
police officers that the kidnap- 
er’s court-appointed attorney, 
Roy K. Dietrich, cross-examined 
Patrolman Dolan vigorously at 
Kansas City yesterdayw 

Dietrich asked Dolan, who 
took the stand as a Government 
witness, if he had heard Hall’s 
confession as read at the trial, 
and the policeman said He had. 

“Was it accurate?” the attor- 
ney inquired. 

“In part,” Dolan replied. 

“And what wasn’t accurate?” 

“He said positively none of 
the baggage went to the police 
station. That is inaccurate.” 

Sarcastically, Dietrich asked: 
“You didn’t pay any attention 
to the money? You left that all 
to the lieutenant?” 

“I didn’t know there was any 
money there at all until after 
the man was arrested,” Dolan 
said. 

Heard Money Was There? 


“You never heard about any 
money before he was arrested?” 
Dietrich persisted, his voice ris- 
ing angrily. ° 

“Oh, I heard about thé money, 
yes sir.” 

“Yes, I thought you had,” the 
attorney said, mockimgly. “And 
that is what you went for, wasn't 
it?” 

Dietrich’s voice almost rose 
to a shout as_ he repeated: 
“Wasn't that what you went 
there for?” 

Dolan, twisting in the witness 
chair, said mildly: “Well, they 
said the man was suspicious due 
to the fact he had a weapon and 
had a large sum of money on 
his person.” 

Dietrich said: “Anyhow, the 
money was there and whether

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 18—The 
Government completed presen- 
tation of its evidence today 
against Carl Austin Hall and 
Mrs. Bonnie Brown Heady, con- 
fessed kidnap-killers of Bobby 
Greenlease. 

After brief defense testimony, 
the jury is expected to begin 
considering the case late today 
or tomorrow. Since both de- 
fendants already have pleaded 
guilty of violating the federal 
kidnaping law, the jury has 
only to determine whether they 
shall be put to death in Mis- 
souri’s gas chamber or whether | 
they are to serve prison sen-— 
tences. 

The jury of 12 men, nine of 
them fathers, must be in unani- 
mous agreement if they recom- 
mend death sentences to Judge 
Albert L. Reeves. 


Coroner Testifies. 


Among the final prosecution 
witnesses before the Govern- 
ment rested its case at 10:32 
a.m. was Coroner A. F. Mundy 
of Buchanan county (St. Joseph). 
He testified Bobby’s death was 
caused by a bullet wound of the 
head. The bullet entered behind 
his right ear and emerged from 
the other side of the head. 

The child had been dead

fied 


Assistant Chief of Detectives 
Edward Burke of St. Joseph 
identified the plastic cover in 
which the boy’s body was 
wrapped.

When Bur identified the 
plastic cover, defense attorney 
Roy K. Dietrich arose and said 
angrily: “That's the fourth time 
that fact has been called to the 
attention of the court.” He has 
protested frequently against 
what he considers dragging out 
the case. 

Four Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation agents were among 
the last witnesses. James Cadi- 
gan told of removing the floor 
mat from Mrs. Heady’s station 
wagon and finding two bullets 
in the car. Robert Duckett said 
rubber on the tip of one bullet 
came from the floor mat. 
George A. Berley testified Hall’s 
.38-caliber revolver fired the two 
bullets. Norman L. Casey 
identified photographs of Mrs. 
Heady’s home. 

Cites Marine Record. 


Opening the defense, Attor- 
ney Dietrich, who was appointed 
by the Court to defend Hall, 
offered Hall’s Marine Corps 
service record, which included 
long overseas service tn World 
War II and four instances of 
being absent without leave. 

Defense counsel sought to 


highly-respected, wealthy family 
and was pampered by an over- 
indulgent mother. Friends of 
Hall told how he dissipated his 
$200,000 inheritance from his 


he rarely held a job. 

First defense witness was Sam- 
uel Tucker, 81 years old, retired 
manager of the Pleasanton (Kan.)

Hall’s parents were among the 
“leading people of our commu- 
nity.” 

As a boy and youth, Hall was 
dominated by his mother, who 
“made the decisions” for him, 
Tucker told the jury. 

“He wanted to go on with the 
other boys in Pleasanton to high 
school, but she sent him to mili- 
tary school, because she felt he 
would learn more along the 
lines she wanted him to be 
taught,” Tucker related. 

“The boy had ideas of his own. 
It was hard for the mother to 
control him. She thought it was 
better for him to have this mili- 
tary experience in early life. It 
was her decision that sent him 
to the Marines.” 

Tucker recalled that Hall’s

Testifies His Bureau 
Was Not Party to It 
— Brownell Declares 
Truman Was ‘Blind’ 
to Reds.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover dis- 
claimed responsibility late yes- 
terday for what former Presi- 
dent Truman said Monday night 
was a plan to trap the late Har- 
ry Dexter White as a Commu- 
nist spy by allowing him to be- 
come a high official of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund or- 
ganization. 


Hoover’ and Attorney General 
Brownell gave to the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee 
their versions of White's promo- 
tion from Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury in 1946 to the 
American directorship of the 
monetary fund. Both asserted 
that the Truman administration 
had been adequately warned by 
the FBI about White’s alleged 
Communist activities to prevent 
his appointment to the interna- 
ional organization. 


In his Monday night television 
speech Truman did not specif- 
ically say his plan to gather 
more evidence against White had 
Hoover’s approval. He did not 
mention Hoover's name. 

’ ‘Hampered’ Check-Up. 

Hoover, in one of his rare ap- 
pearances before a public con- 
gressional hearing, testified that 
White’s promotion had “ham- 
pered” the FBI’s surveillance of 
White. He explained that the 
monetary fund as an interna- 
tional organization enjoyed ex- 
tra-territorial privileges and that 
the FBI did not have access to 
its premises. He noted that the 
same extra-territoriality restric- 
tions applied to employes of the 
United Nations. 

He continued: 

“At no time was the FBI a 
party to an agreement to pro- 
mote Harry Dexter White and at 
no time did the FBI give its ap- 
proval to such an agreement. 
Such an agreement on the part 
of the FBI would be inconceiva- 
ble. If this principle were ap- 
plied to White, it would of ne- 
cessity, have applied to others 
who had similarly been involved 
in this particular investigation, 
who were dismissed from gov- 
ernment service when their sub- 
versive activities were discov- 
ered. 

“At no time did the FBI inter- 
pose objections to such dismis- 
sals, no restrictions were placed 
upon agencies wherein action 
was taken. All that we asked was 
that sources of information be 
protected.” 


Chiefs Made Decision. 


Later in his testimony, Hoover 
said: 

“The decision to retain White 
was made by a higher govern- 
ment authority. Obviously, if a 
higher authority elected to shift 
a man rather than fire him, if 
he was suspect, then it would 
go without saying that we would 
continue our investigation as 
best we could.” 

(While speculation ‘that there 
Was an “agreement” on the 
White shift appeared in news 
stories before Truman’s address 
Monday night, the former Presi- 
dent did not cite any agreement. 
He said he made an executive 
decision to let the White ap- 
pointment stand after consulting 
his principal advisers.) 

Hoover, who had been ap- 
plauded by a partly partisan 
crowd when he entered the 
marble ,caucus room in the Sen- 
ate office building and later 
when he stood to take the oath, 
was given prolonged applause 
when he testified he had not en- 
tered into any agreement to shift 
White.

Hall, Who Said Sunday 
Spying Would Be Is- 
sue, Adopts Eisenhow- 
er View. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (UP) 
—Chairman Leonard W. Hall of 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee said today he agreed 
with President Eisenhower's 
hope that the issue of Commu- 
nists in government would be 
a matter of history by the time 
of next year’s elections. 

He said in a statement issued 
after the President’s press con- 
ference that the Republicans 
promised to “clean up _ the 
mess” in Washington and are 
determined to do so. He is con- 
fident, he said, that “not only 
in 1954 but for years to come 
the American people will not 
forget which party let Commu- 
nists into government and which 
party drove them out.” 

In a television show Sunday 
Hall said the Republicans in- 
tended to make Communism in 
government “one of the main is- 
sues” in the 1954 elections. He 
disclosed that Attorney General 
Brownell’s attack on former 
President Truman in the Harry 
Dexter White case was known in 
advance to the Republican cam- 
paign committees and the Na- 
tional Committee had sought to 
influence the way Republican- 
controlled congressional investi- 
gation committees would follow 
up the accusations. 


Plan More ‘Exposures.’ 


Republicans promised to fol- 
low up the White case with more 
“spy exposures” to hammer 
home their charge that the Tru- 
man Administration was “blind” 
to the dangers of Communist in- 
filtration. 

Before Eisenhower’s press 
conference an officer of the Re- 
publican National Committee 
told a reporter: “We're going to 
hang one case after another on 
the Democrats from now until 
the congressional elections next 
November.

N.A.C.A,. said that in his rec- 
ord flight, Crossfield attained a 
mach speed of 1.96, compared 
with mach 1.867 for Bridgeman’s 
famous flight 26 months earlier. 
A mach speed of 2 would 
mean flight at twice the speed 
of sound. Mach measurements 
are more significant, scientifical- 
ly, than miles per hour because 
the speed of sound is highly 
variable. In air, at standard 
temperatures, it ranges from 666 
miles an hour at 30,000 feet to 
760.9°miles an hour at sea level. 

Croscsfield overcame “slower 
air conditions” in making his 
record—an air temperature of 82 
degrees below zero—than did 
Bridgeman, who set his mark 
in 67-betow temperature in mid- 
summer.

In a telegram. to Jenner, 
Snyder said “I want you to point 
out that the record clearly shows 
that within approximately 18 
months after I became head of

Most of the increase came 
from the collection of the mu- 
nicipal earnings tax. The city 
received $4,500,000 in such re- 
ceipts during the first seven 
months of this fiscal year. There 


’ were no earnings tax collections 


during the comparable period of 
the 1952-53 fiscal year. 
Expenditures Also Rise. 
During the same period mu- 
nicipal expenditures increased 
by $381,000. The city adminis- 
tration has been attempting to 
prevent any increase in ex- 
penditures in an effort to wipe 
out a cumulative deficit of al-

The $17,031,000 figure com- 
pared with $11,581,000 in the 
first seven months of the previ- 
ous year.

Receipts 
ordinarily lag far behind ex- 
penditures until the heavy tax 
collections are received in No- 
vember and December of each 
year. 

Besides the earnings tax, sub- 
stantial increases were shown in 
merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
tax collections, the report 
showed. Manufacturers paid $1,- 
723,000 during the period, com- 
pared with $1,162,000 in the 
same months of the previous 
year, an increase of $561,000. 

Merchants’ taxes totaled $1,- 
117,000 during the seven months 
period, an increase of $220,000 
over the comparable period of 
the 1952-53 fiscal year. 

Most municipal departments 
kept their expenditures within

Describes Report. 

He gave this description of the 
report:

Harry 
Dexter White and the espionage 
ring of which he was a part were 
among those referred to in this 
report. The index list refers 
to his activities in three differ- 
ent places. This report, as might 
be expected from its general 
character, summarizes White’s 
espionage activities in abbreviat- 
ed form, but no reasonable. per- 
son can deny that the summary, 
brief though it may be, consti- 
tuted adequate warning to any- 
one who read it of the extreme 
danger to the security of the 
country in appointing White to 
the International Monetary Fund 
or continuing him in Govern- 
ment in any capacity.”

The White case seemed to me 
to be of such vital importance 
that I believed the public was

Truman ‘Put on Notice.’ 

The only disclosure which I 
made from our records, and I 
believe it is the type of thing 
that the public is entitled to 
know about, is that the Truman 
Administration was put on notice 
at least as early as December 
1945, that there were two spy 
rings operating within our Gov- 
ernment. 

And, as I see it, now that this 
fact has been established, I be- 
lieve the public is entitled to 
know what safeguards the Tru- 
man. Administration established 
to protect the national security. 

In considering the facts in 

this case it is well to keep in 
mind that the matter to be de- 
cided in January and February 
of 1946 did not relate to crimi- 
nal proceedings. It was not a 
question whether White could at 
that time have been formally 
charged before a grand jury 
with espionage. 
* The matter to be determined 
by Mr. Truman and his associ- 
ates was whether Harry Dexter 
White should be advanced to a 
post of high honor, great trust 
and responsibility and of vital 
importance to the sécurity of 
the country. 

If there was solid evidence 
at that time establishing that 
White was engaged in espion- 
age activity, certainly no one 
would contend that sound and 
proper administration required 
his advancement or even con- 
tinuance in Government serv- 
ice simply because a criminal 
conviction had not yet been 
obtained. 

White entered upon his duties 
and assumed the office of exec- 
utive director for the United 
States in the International Mon- 
etary Fund on May 1, 1946, 
What was known at the White 
House of his espionage activi- 
ties prior to that date? 

On Dec. 4, 1945, the FBI trans- 
mitted to Brig. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan, military aide to the 
President, a report on the gen- 
eral subject of “Soviet espion- 
age in the United States.” I 
referred to this in my speech 
as the first report. 

This was a secret and high 
important report of some 71 
pages. It covered the entire 
subject of Soviet espionage in 
this country both before, dur- 
ing, and after World War II. 
It named many names and de- 
scribed numerous Soviet espion- 
age organizations. Harry Dexter 
White and the espionage ring 
of which he was a part were 
among those referred to in this 
report. The index list refers to 
his activities in three different 


. places 


This report, as might be ex- 


abbre- 
viated form, but no reason- 
able person can deny that that 
summary, brief though it may 
be, constituted adequate warn- 
ing to anyone whe read it of 
the extreme danger to the se- 
curity of the country in ap- 
pointing White to the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund or con- 
tinuing him in Government in 
any capacity. : 

As the subcommittee knows, 
copies of this report were sent 
to a number of Cabinet officers 
and high officials in the Truman 
Administration including the At- 
orney General. It would be. dif- 
ficult to. understand how under 
any circumstances a document 
upon so delicate and dangerous 
a subject would not have been 
brought to Mr. Truman’s atten- 
tion by at least one of his as- 
sociates. 

Letter by Hoover. 

But in addition to that fact, 
I have here a letter from J. Ed- 
gar Hoover to Gen. Vaughan 
dated Nov. 8, 1945. 

As you know, Gen. Vaughan 
has testified before this sub- 
committee that by arrangement 
with Mr. Truman, when the FBI 
had information which it 
deemed important for the Presi- 
dent to know about, it sent such 
information to him. Vaughan 
testified that he knew that any 
such report which came to him 
was delivered to the President. 

The letter I hold in my hand 
is marked “top secret.” I have 
declassified it and will make it 
public because it does not re- 
veal any security information 
which would now be damaging. 
Because it was classified “top 
secret,” it would have received 
very special handling that all 
such documents must receive. 
If this letter did not come to 
Mr. Truman's attention, then it 
would be a most serious derelic- 
tion of duty on the part of those 
who handled it. 

Reads Letter. 


It is a document of historical 
importance and I therefore, with 
your permission, will quote it 
in full:

At the present time it Is 
impossible to determine ex- 
actly how many iof these peo- 
ple had actual knowledge of 
the disposition being made of 
the information they were 
transmitting. The investiga- 
tion, however, at this point 
has indicated that the persons 
named hereinafter were ac- 
tually the source from which 
information passing through 
the Soviet espionage system 
was being obtained, and I am 
continuing vigorous investiga- 
tion for the purpose of estab- 
lishing the degree and nature 
of the complicity of these pec- 
ple in this espionage ring. 
“The bureau's: information at 
this time indicates that the fol-

“In addition to the foregoing 
group in the Government it ap- 
pears at this time that Mary 
Price, formerly secretary to 
Walter Lippman, the newspaper 
columnist, and presently pub- 
licity manager of the United Of- 
fice and Professional Workers of 
America, CIO, is also associated 
with the foregoing group. 

“The Government documents 
were furnished to Gregory Sil- 
vermaster, who thereafter photo- 
graphed them and turned over 
the undeveloped, but exposed 
film to a contact of the Soviets 
in either Washington, D.C., or 
New York City. In the past, it 
is reported, the contact man 
made trips to Washington, D.C., 
once every two weeks and would 
pick up on such occasions an 
average of 40 rolls of 35-milli- 
meter film. 

“Investigation of this matter 
is being pushed vigorously, but 
I thought that the President and 
you would be interested in hav- 
ing the foregoing preliminary 
data immediately. 

“With expressions of my high- 
est esteem and best regards.

It would be difficult to be- 
lieve under any circumstances 
that so important a document 
upon so delicate and dangerous 
a subject would not have been 
brought to Mr. Truman’s atten- 
tion by at least one of his asso- 
ciates. 

Calls It Incredible. 

It is a blunt fact from which 
there is no escape that, in the 
teeth of the Nov. 8 warning 
from the FBI, the developing 
evidence indicated a substantial 
spy ring operating within the 
Government and involving Harry 
Dexter White and the docu- 
mented report delivered to the 
White House on Dec. 4, some 
six weeks later President Tru- 
man, on Jan, 23, 1946, publicly 
announced his nomination of 
Harry Dexter White for appoint- 
ment to the International Mon- 
etary Fund. I just do not un- 
derstand this. It still seems 
completely incredible to me. 

But the matter does not end 
here. Because of this develop- 
ment the FBI compiled a special 
report devoted exclusively to 
Harry Dexter White and his es- 
pionage activities and delivered 
it, together with a covering let- 
ter, by special messenger on Feb. 
4, 1946, to Gen. Vaughan for the 


attention of the President, to the 
Attorney General, Tom Clark, 
and to Secretary of State James 
Byrnes. This is the second report 
mentioned in my speech. 


Secretary of State James ¢. 
Byrnes, who received a dupli- 
cate report and covering letter 
on the same day, wrote the Pres- 
ident on Feb. 5, 1946, as follows: 


“The enclosed letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Frederick Lyon 
of this department by Mr. J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, and the enclosures 
referring to Harry Dexter White, 
I deem of such importance that 
I think you should read them.” 


_ Letter te Vaughan. 

I will now read into the record 
the FBI letter, now officially 
declassified, the 
White report: - 

(This letter bears the notation 
that it was “personal and confi- 
dential: by special messenger” 
and “personally delivered 2-4- 
46.” Another notation says “de- 
classified by HB on 11-16-53.”) 


“Brig. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 


“Military Aide to the Pres 
dent, 

“The White House, 

“Washington, D.C. } 

“Dear General Vaughan: 

“As of interest to the Presi- 
dent and you, I am attaching a 
detailed memorandum hereto 
concerning Harry Dexter White, 
assistant secretary of the United 
States treasury department. 

“As you are aware, the name 
of Harry Dexter White as been 
sent to Congress by the Presi- 
dent for confirmation of his ap- 
pointment as one of the two 
United States delegates on the 
international monetary fund un- 
der the Bretton Woods Agree- 
ment. In view of this fact, the 
interests expressed by the Presi- 
dent and you in matters of this 
nature, and the seriousness of 
the charges against White in the 
attachment I have made every 
effort in preparing this memo- 
randum to cover all possible 
ramifications. 


“As will be observed, infor- 
mation has come to the atten- 
tion of this bureau charging 
White as being a valuable ad- 
junct to an underground Soviet 
espionage organization operating 
in Washington, D.C. Material 
which came into his possession 
as a result of his official ca- 
pacity allegedly was made avail- 
able through intermediaries to 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, 
his wife, Helen Witte Silvermas- 
ter, and William Ludwig Ull- 
mann. Both Silvermaster and 
Ullmann are employes of the 
United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, reportedly tly under 
the supervision of White. 

“The information and docu- 
ments originating in the\Treas- 
ury Department were either 
passed on in substance or photo- 
graphed by Ullmann in a well- 
equipped laboratory in the base- 
ment of the Silvermaster home. 
Following this step, the material 
was taken to New York City by 
courier and made available to 
Jacob M. Golos until the time of 
his death on Nov. 27, 1943. Go- 
los, a known Soviet agent, deliv- 
ered this material to an individ- 
ual tentatively identified as Gaik 
Ovakimian. Ovakimian, you will 
recall, was arrested some years 
ago as an unregistered agent of 
the Soviet Government and sub- 
sequently, by special arrange- 
ments with the Department of 
State was permitted to return to 
the U.S.S.R. 

“After the departure of Ovak- 
imian, Golos delivered his ma- 
terial to an individual who has 
been tentatively identified as Dr. 
Abraham Benedict Weinstein. 
Subsequent to the death of 
Golos, the courier handling ma- 
terial from the Silvermasters 
and Ullmann’ delivered it 
through an unidentified individ- 
ual to Anatole Borisovich Gro- 
mov, who until Dec. 7, 1945, was 
assigned as first secretary of the 
Soviet Embassy when he re- 
turned to the U.S.S.R. Gromov 
had previously been under sus- 
picion as the successor to Vas- 
sili Zubilin, reported head of 
the NKVE in North America; 
who returned to Moscow in the 
late summer of 1944. This whole 
network has been under inten- 
sive investigation since Novem- 
ber, 1945, and it is the results 
of these efforts that I am now 
able to make available to you. 

“IT also feel that it is incum- 
bent upon me at this time to 
bring to your attention an addi- 
tional factor which has orig- 
inated with ‘sources available to 
this bureau in Canada. 

“It is reported that the Brit- 
ish and Canadian delegates on 
the International Monetary Fund 
may possibly nominate and sup- 
port White for the post of presi- 
dent of the International Bank 
or as executive director of the 
International Monetary Fund. 
The conclusion is expressed that 
assuming this backing is forth- 


: 


coming and the United States 


acquiescence, if not concurrence, 


resulting, White’s nomination to 
this highly important post would 
be assured. 


“It is further commented by 


my Canadian source that if 
White is placed in either of 


these positions he would have 


the power to influence to a great 


degree deliberations on all inter- 
national] financial arrangements. 


“This source, which is appar- 


ently aware of at least some of 


the charges incorporated in the 
attached memorandum 
White, commented that the loy- 
alty of White must be assured 


particularly in view of the fact 


that the U.S.S.R. has not ratified 
the Bretton Woods agreement. 
Fear was expressed that facts 


might come to light in the fu- 
ac- 


ture throwing some 
cusations at White and thereby 


jeopardize the successful opera- 


tion of these important interna- 
tional financial institutions. 


“I thought you would be par- 
ticularly interested in the above 


comments which originated with 


sources high placed in the Cana- 
dian Government, on the subject 


at hand.

This second FBI report can- 
not, as I stated in my Chicago 


speech, be made public without 
jeopardizing confidential sources 
of information and techniques of 
intelligence. operations. That is a 
firm policy of this Administra- 
tion. We will never impair the 
most important work of the FBI 
by making public FBI reports. 
Essential Facts. 


However, the essential facts 
may be disclosed to this subcom- 
mittee. 


At the outset the purpose of 
the report is stated in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“The purpose of this memo- 
randum is to relate all of the 
information available at this 
time. concerning Harry Dexter 
White, his activities and contacts 
in order that an over-all picture 
may be available for review, 
action or future reference. This 
information has been received 
from numerous confidential 
sources 
been established either by in- 
quiry or long-established obser- 
vation and avaluation, In no in- 
stance is any transaction or 
events related where the relia- 
bility of the source of informa- 
tion is questionable. It is with 
these factors in mind that the 
following material is set forth.” 


The report then proceeded to 
point out that information had 


come to the attention of the 
FBI from a confidential source 


that Harry Dexter White was en- 


gaged in espionage activities at 
least as early as the latter part 
of 1942 or. early in 1943. It was 
reported that White was supply- 
ing information co of 
documents obtained by him in 
the course of his duties as As- 
sistant Secretary of the United 
States Treasury Department to 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster 
and to William Ludwig Ulimann 
who resided at 5515 Thirtieth 
street, N.W., Washington, D. C. 


The material consisted of re- 


ports of a varied nature con- 
cerning the financial activities 
of the United State Government, 
particularly if they related to 


foreign commitments. Also vari- 
and reports 


ous memoranda 
from other governmenta de- 
partments and agencies were 
made available through these 


channels. It was reported that 


these documents had usually 
been reduced to photographs by 
the time they were observed but 
on occasions the original docu- 
ments themselves were seen. 


Photographic Laboratory. 


During the investigation of 


these charges, it was learned 
that 'a complete photographic 
laboratory did in fact exist in 
the basement of the Silvermas- 
ter home sufficiently well 
equipped for the copying of 
documents. This included an 
enlarger, developing equipment 
and all the necessary chemicals 
and other incidentals. 


These documents, consisting 
of notes taken therefrom or ver- 
batim copies, were usually pho- 
tographed and delivered through 
channels to Jacob M. Golos, a 
known Soviet agent. (Jacob M. 
Golos, whose real name is Jacob 
Raisin, pleaded guilty to an in- 
dictment along with World 
Tourists, Inc., charging faiure 
to register as agents of the So- 
viet government in March, 1940. 
He received a fine of $500 and a 
jail sentence of four months to 
one year which was later 
changed to probation.) 

The material collected in this 
particular parellel of Soviet es- 
pionage was all channeled

was next held by Fedor Alexee- 
vich Garanin, an official of the 
an embassy, Washington, 
D.C. : 

According to the informa- 
tion received by the FBI, 
White was considered one of 
the most valuable assets in 
this particular paralle] of So- 
viet intelligence. This view 
was taken since in his capacity 
as assistant Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, those 
individuals whom this group 
were anxious to have assigned 
there could be placed in the 

Department. Among 
the persons in this category 
were William Ludwig Ull- 
mann, William Henry Taylor 
and Sonia Steinman Gold. 
Some time in the summer or 
fall of 1943, the Silvermasters 
believed it desirable to have 
someone placed as a secretary 
to White in order to facilitate 
the obtaining of information 
from his office for delivery to 
Soviet espionage agents. As a 
result of these deliberations, 
Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster 
went to one of the Communist 
functionaries in Washington, 
D. C., and from this source se- 
cured the name of Sonia Stein- 
man Gold. | 

Employed As Secretary. 
~ventually, Mrs. Gold, through 
arrangements with White, ob- 

tained a position (as one of the 
secretaries) in the United States 
Treasury Department. As a re- 


sult of this employment, Mrs. 
Gold obtained documents from 
White’s office, which she copied 
and made her notes available to 
Mrs. Helen Witte Silvermaster. 


The information which Mrs. 


Gold obtained in a general way 


concerned principally the Treas- 


ury Department’s opinions and 


whose reliability has. 


recommendations concerning ap- 
plications for loans made by the 
Chinese and French govern- 
ments. 3 

It was alsu reported that there 
was in existence another parallel 
of Soviet intelligence operating 
withir. the United States Gov- 
ernment and headed by Victor 
Perlo. The information gathered 
from the Perlo group was chan- 
neled through Jacob M. Golos 
and on to the Soviet diplomatic 
Se ee > the same man- 
ner .as outlined for the opera- 
tion of the Silvermaster hs 

Because of the relationships 
existing between Golos and the 
Perlo group, Harold Glasser ap- 
peared in the picture. Glasser 
was rather closely associated 
with White and was able to sup- 
ply general information concern- 
ing the activities of the United 
States Treasury Department, 
particularly where they con- 
cerned proposed loans to foreign 
countries, He also supplied in- 
formation originating in the for- 
eign economi¢ administration 
which had been sent to the 
United States Treasury Depart- 
ment for action or information. 

The report states that the 
bureau had secured the names 
of a number of persons de- 
scribed as members of the un- 
derground Communist group in 
Washington, D.C., from another 
source. Among. those names was 
that of Abraham George Silver- 
man whom the report describes 
as formerly employed by th e 
Railroad Retirement Board and 
the United States Army Air 
Forces and as privately em- 
ployed by the French Supply 
bo es of the French Govern- 
ment, 


‘Worked Through Friends. 

As incidental to the mention 
of Silverman the report states 
that the information received 
was to the effect that Silverman 
worked through close friends 
who were indebted to him, in- 
cluding Harry Dexter White and 
others. The report points out 
that this information concern- 
ing the relationship between Sil- 
verman and White is consistent 
with the information referred 
to earlier from the other source. 

The section then relates to 
White’s known contacts with 


Russian officials over the years 
and, therefore, cannot be de- 
classified. It should be said 
here that these contacts were 
not inconsistent with the regular 
performance of White’s duties 
and considered by themselves 
are not incriminating. 

In July 1945, a clerical em- 
ployee of the passport division 
of the Department of State, 
who formerly was employed as 
a clerk by the Soviet Govern- 
ment Purchasing Commission, 
was allegedly stealing certain 
information from the official 
records of the Department of 
State for transmittal to un- 
known persons, 

This individual apparently 
admitted that he had collect- 
ed this information in the 
course of his employment and 
knew a man who would pay 
him $1000 for it. In his appli- 
cation for employment with 
the Department of State this 
individual who stole this in- 
formation had listed Harry 


Dexter White as a reference 
and White had recommended 
him highly, The report added 
that this circumstance was 
being set forth in view of the 
allegations to the effect that 
White was considered of ex- 
treme value because of his in- 
fluence in securing positions 
for persons who could be of 
assistance to Soviet espionage. 

The report mentions tn at 
White was interviewed by the 
FBI in connection with the Am- 
rasia case, particularly con- 
cerning Irving S. Friedman, who, 
according to the report, was 
known to be one of the sources 
in the Treasury Department sec- 
tion on Far Eastern affairs that 
had been furnishing documents 
to Philip Jacob Jaffe, editor of 
Amerasia. White told the FBI 
that Friedman was an employee 
in the Treasury Department han- 
dling matters dealing with mon- 
etary affairs in the Far East, 
and admitted that he had 
brought Friedman to the Treas- 
ury Department five or six years 
earlier. : 

The report contains much 
corroborative evidence which 
cannot be made public either be- 
cause it would disclose investi- 
gative techniques of the FBI or 
because it might be harmful to 
the national interest. It can be 
pointed out, however, that over 
a period of three months begin- 
ning in November of 1945 the 
activities of Harry Dexter White 
were entirely consistent with all 
the previous information con- 
tained in the report. 

Frequent Personal Contact. 


White was in frequent close 
personal contact with nearly 
every one of the persons named 
as his associates in the spy ring. 
These include Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster and his wife, Wil- 
liam Ullman, Sonia Gold, Harold 
Glasser, Abraham Silverman and 
others. ' 

The report referred to a trip 
made by White to visit Dr. Abra- 
ham Wolfson of Newark, N.J. 
Wolfson had been reported by 
numerous sources as having had 
frequent and close contacts with 
numerous Communists in the 
state of New Jersey. The report 
pointed out that Dr. Wolfson in 
1944 was a member of the third 
ward branch of the Communist 
party and that he had been ac- 
tive Communist party activ- 
ities "for the preceding seven 
yéars under the name of A. Wil- 
son Street. It was also pointed 
out in the report that Wolfson 
held Communist party meetings 
in his office. 

The report stated that in De- 
cember of 1945 White was seen 
at 3210 P street, N.W., in Wash- 


| ington, which at that time was 


the hortie of Alger Hiss and 
pointed out that from other 
sources Hiss was reported work- 
ing for another parallel of Soviet 
espionage. 

In Decémber of 1945 White 
and his wife visited the home 
of Maurice Halperin who was 
employed by the Office of 
Strategic Services. The report 
Pointed out that Halperin was 
a member of the Communist 
party and beginning in 1942 
he passed on information to an 
espionage courier, . 

The report refers to the 
close personal relationship in 
1945 between White and Frank 
Coe who was also one of the 
individuals supplying informa- 
tion to the Silvermasters and 
thence through channels to the 
Soviet government. 

The report points out in con- 
siderable detail the contacts 
between White and Lee Press- 
man. The report points out 
that Lee Pressman was a mem- 
ber of an underground group 
headed by Harold Ware, which 
had its headquarters in Wash- 
ington, The report points out 
many of Pressman’s activities 
as a Communist. 

The report points out that 
Silvermaster’s position in the 
Treasury Department was se- 
cured for him by White. The 
report points out that the bu- 
reau’s informant had identi- 
fied Silvermaster as the head 
spy in the espionage ring with 
which White was working and 
that Silvermaster has a long 
record of reported association 
with known Communists. 

The report also points out that 
other sources of information had 
established that Silvermaster was 
acquainted with many other in- 
dividals who were strongly sus- 
pected by Soviet espionage. 

The report also points out that 
Mrs, Silvermaster has a long 
history of association with Com- 
munist front groups. ‘ 

It is stated in the report that 
in addition to the many contacts 
between White and Ullman 
which were disclosed, White 
wrote a letter in November 1940 
on the stationery of Director of 
Monetary Research of the United 
States Treasury Department re- 
questing the deferment of UlI- 
man. After Ullman left the Army 
and entered the Treasury De- 
partment he worked in the di- 
vision headed by White. 

The report pointed out that 
Harold Glasser was in another 
branch of Soviet espionage head- 
ed by Victor Perlo. Glasser was 
an assistant to White in the 
Treasury Department. It was re- 
ported that Glasser was de- 
scribed by numerous sources as 
a member of the Communist 
Party. 

In addition to this informa- 
tion, the report points out a 
great many other connections 
and contacts among the mem- 
bers of the espionage ring, all of 
which supported and were con- 
sistent with the earlier portions 
of the report. : 

Accuracy of Information. 

It is interesting to note how 
accurate this information was 
that the FBI supplied at that 
time. Following is a list of 
White’s close associates referred 
to in the FBI reports who were 
members of the espionage ring 
who have claimed their privi- 
lege not to answer questions on 
the grounds that it would in- 
criminate them: :

fall of 1948 and are now in the 
possession of the Department of 
Justice, 
I have photostatic copies of 
them here and I offer the copies 
as part of the record of my tes- 
timony. The information con. 
tained in these reports was, as 
the subcommittee knows, of 
great importance at the time 
White wrote them, although with 
the lapse of time the necessity 
for secrecy on these subjects has 
disappeared. 
Record Available to Truman. 
But the record which was 
avaliable to the Truman Admin- 
istration in December 1945 and 
thereafter should have been suf- 
ficient to convince anyone that 
White was a hazard to our gov- 
ernment. | Boks 
The question which had to be 
decided at that time was not 
whether White could have been 
convicted of treason. There was 
ample evidence that he was not 
loyal to the intérests of our 
country. That Was enough. 
Government employment is a 
privilege, not a right, and we 
don’t have to wait until a man 
is convicted of treason before 
we can remove him from a posi- 
tion of trust and confidence. . 
When I was first invited to 
appear before this subcommittee, 
1 thought from what I had read 
in the newspapers that there 
was som: issue of fact involved 
on the question of whether Mr. 
Truman knew about Harry Dex- 
ter White's espionage activities 
at the time he appointed him as 
executive director for the United 
States of the international mone, 
tary fund. I read in the news, 
paper that after being advised 
of my speech in Chicago Mr. 
Truman stated to the press that 
h. had never read any of the 
derogatory reports rt 
Harry Vexter White to which 
referred. I read later that Mr. 
Truman said that he fired White 
as soon as he discovered he was 
disloyal. On the basis of these 
statements I thought that the 
accuracy of what I had said in 
Chicago was being challenged. _ 
However, it now seems in. 
the light of Mr. Truman’s tel- 
evision speech of last night, 
that it is conceded that on 
Feb. 6, 1946, the day on which 
White’s appointment was con- 
firmed by the Senate, Mr.. 
Truman “id read the most im-. 
portant of the reports te 
which I referred, and that he 
thereafter, even though he 
had a legal right to ask that. 
the nomination be withdrawn, 
signed White’s commission and_ 
permitted him to take office, 
on the first of May with full 
knowledge of the facts re- 
ported by the FBI. 


It is, of course, extraordinary 
to learn from Mr. Truman, in 
view of his earlier statements, 
that he signed Mr. White’s com- 
mission with the thought that 
it might help to catch him. I 
would think that the commis- 
sioning of a suspected spy to an 
office of such great importance 
would not be easily forgotten. '’ 

It seems to me even more’ 
extraordinary to learn that 
Mr. Truman was aware as 

early as 1946 that a Com- 
munist spy ring was operating. 
within his own administration. 
when for so many years since 
that time he has been telling 
the American people exactly 
the opposite. Indeed, it seems 
to me that this explanation of

35 Years of Infiltration, 


-. Thefe is more involved here 
than the charges égainst one 
man. This situation has a back- 
ground of some 35 years of in- 
filtration of an alien way of life 
into what we have been proud to 
call our constitutional republic. 
Our American way of life, which 
has flourished under our repub- 
lic and has nurtured the bless- 
ings of a democracy, has been 
brought into conflict with the 
godless forces of Communism. 
These Red Fascists distort, eon- | 
ceal, misrepresent and lie to 
gain their point. Deceit is their 
very essence. This can never be 
understood until we face the 
realization that to a Communist 
there are no morals except those 
which further the world revolu- | 
tion directed by Moscow. 

The Harry Dexter White and 
related cases are in point, White 
was only ene person on whom 
self-confessed Communist eés- 
plonage agents informed—there 
were others. In this case, the 
sources who gave the. informa- 
tion were co-conspirators and 
either became inactive or their 
identities must for the time 
being remain undisclosed. Cor- 
roboration in each instance was 
most difficult to secure, because 
the actual facts were known only 


sonal interests dictated conceal- 
ment and who conveniently had 
the Fifth Amendment as a 
refuge. 


Coverage from an intelligence 
standpoint and an all-out open 
investigation looking ~° toward 
eventual prosecution, are en- 
tirely different things. It must 
be remembered that the acts 
occurring in the prewar years 
occurred while we were at peace. 
In the pertinent time period, our 
national climate was one con- 
ducive to the so-called “united 
front.”

. Attacks on FBI. 

.. Even today, the feeling is rife 
in some quarters that the FBI 
should not even be investigating 
the loyalty of government em- 
ployes. Overt the years, the FBI 
has been the target of attack 
from persons both in and out 
ef government because of its in- 
vestigations of subversive activ- 
ities. Even Harry Dexter White, 
when we interviewed him in 
March 1942, spent more time in 
denouncing investigations of 
government employes than he 
did in furnishing facts. He ob- 
served that if the chairman of 
ene congressional committee 
“was one-tenth as patriotic as I 
am, it would be a much better 
country.” 

. The care, caution and delicate 
approach necessary in such FBI 
investigations made it difficult 
to develop full facts, particular- 
ty when those in possession of 
them declined to make full dis- 
elosures. 

~ The responsibilities for inter- 
nal security assigned the FBI 
in 1939 by presidential directive 
were directed toward the times 
&f emergency rather than peri- 
ods of peace. That is the situa- 
tion today. It is still legal for 
Communists to exercise the right 
of assembly, free speech and 
free thought. 

Letter To Vaughan, 

. On Nov. 7, 1945, Miss Eliza- 
beth Bentley advised special 
agents ot the FBI in consider- 
able detail of her own career as 
an espionage agent.

Traditional Practice. 

The handling and reporting on 
the White case followed the bu- 
reau’s traditional practice of re- 
porting all facts and information 
which had come to our atten- 
tion, without evaluation or con- 
clusions. I would like here to 
state that an FBI report is the 
presentation of information for 
evaluation by those who perform 
administrative duties and have 
executive responsibilities. 

The FBI, of course, has a duty 
to evaluate its sources of infor- 
mation. In the 28-page summary 
co ning White, dated Feb. 1, 
1946, delivered to Gen, Vaughan 
on Feb. 4, 1946, the information 
contained therein came from a 
total of sources, the reliabil- 
ity of which had previously been 
established. 

In eonnection with the 
sour~_s, 1 would like to mention 
one in par.icular, Miss Elizabeth. 
Bentley. From the very outset, 
we established that she had been 
in a position to report the facts 
relative to Soviet espionage 
which she has done. We knew 
she was in contact with a top- 
ranking Soviet espionage. agent, 
Anatoli Gromov, the first sec- 
retary of the Soviet embassy in 
Washington, as late as Nov. 21, 
1945, in New York City.

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RADIUM NEEDLE USE 
IN CANCER STRBED 


Dr. Charles L, Martin Out- 
lines Advantages in 
Some Cases. 


Use of low-intensity radium 


needles has proved more suc- 
cessful in treating some cases 
of cancer of the mouth and face 
than high-voltage radium and 
X-ray equipment now popular, 
Dr. Charles L, Martin of Dallas, 
Tex., said here last night. 


He delivere®the annual Bar- 
nard lecture sponsored by Bar- 
nard Free Skin and Cancer Hos- 
pital at the St. Louis Mediral 
Society auditorium, 3839 Lindell 
boulevard. 


The technique of implanting 
hollow platinum needles copn- 
taining a comparatively small 
amount of radium in cancerous 
tissue has been in use for a 
number of years at Southwest- 
ern Medical College in Dallas, 
where he is professor of radio- 
logy, Dr. Martin. said. 


“The low intensity needles 
have proved far less expensive 
to use than cobalt ‘bombs,’ Beta- 
trons or high-voltage X-ray 
equipment,” he declared. Cost 
of setting up one X-ray room 
with equipment and protective 
devices may run as high as 
$20,000, and high-voltage equip- 
ment often costs $100,000, he 
added. 


Lon-intensity needles, a tech- 
nique developed in Europe and 
slow to catch on in this ¢oun- 


“try, are used in cases whete the 


cancer area is accessible, par- 
ticularly on the face or in the 
mouth, Dr. Martin said. 

Success of the technique has 
been demonstrated at South- 
western Medical College, where 
32 per cent of patients treated 
for cancer gf the tongue have 
had no recurrance of the disease 
for at least five years, he said. 

The procedure is used in an 
effort to make surgical treat- 
ment of accessible camfers “a 
last resort,” he added. “The 
fact that the needles have a low 
radium content helps to save 
normal tissues in the area of 
the cancer from destruction,” 
Dr. Martin said.

NAVY TRANSMITTER} 


10 BE PUT IN SERVICE 


New Radio Station Is 22 
Times More Powerful Than 
Biggest Commercial One. 


JIM CREEK VALLEY, Wash., 
Nov. 18 (AP)—The Navy will 

ash its first messages today to 
its ships, planes and stations 
around the world from what it 
calls the world’s mightiest radio 
transmitter, high in Washing- 
ton’s cascade mountains. 
Operation of the $14,000,000 
station K, utilizing 1,200,000 
watts of power, will be started 
by Adm. Robert Carney, Chief 
of Naval Operations, while scores 
of dignitaries look on. 
The station, on a 6000-acre 
site 55 miles northeast of Seattle, 
has been nearly six years on the 
draft boards and in construction. 
It will be turned over to the 
United States by David Sarnoff, 
chairman of the board of the 
Radio Corporation of America, 
which built it on contract. 

Two parallel 3000-foot moun- 
tain ridges support the twelve 
towers between which the an- 
tenna cables swing—some span- 
ning a distance of 8700 feet. 
From the cables trail the wires 
leading into the transmitter in 
this valley below. 

The rated power, the Navy 
says, is 22 times greater than 
the biggest commercial broad- 


casting station in the United | 


States and twice the power of 
any military transmitters. 

The station operates on a low 
frequency of 23.4 kilocycles 
which, coupled with its high 
wattage, is designed to eliminate 
atmospheric conditions which 
often plague radio transmission

Here, again, it 
took some level-headed thinking 
to trust a police force which, by 
intelligence estimates, had been 
dominated by the Communists. 
The 70 per cent of the force 
under Communist influence, 
however, is not believed to in- 
clude members of the security 
section, headed by a most re- 
markable young Guianese named 
David Rose. 

Detective Superintendent Rose, 
not the Army, exercises the ex- 
traordinary powers granted the 
Governor of the colony in this 
emergency by the Queen in 
Privy Council.

Brownell and Hoover 
The net effect of the testimony of Ajttorney 


General Brownell and FBI Director J. Edgar 


Hoover is to confirm the essentials of former 
President Truman’s defense of himself against 
the implied charge of treason in his appoint- 
ment of the late Harry Dexter White seven 
years ago. 

The head of President Eisenhower's Depart- 
ment of Justice had one primary charge to prove 
before the Jenner subcommittee of the Senate. 
This was his charge that Mr. Truman knowingly 
appointed “a Communist spy” to a “sensitive and 
important position in the Government service.” 
This charge was in effect a charge of betrayal 
of security against Harry S. Truman. 

Mr. Brownell did not prove this charge. First 
he did not prove that Harry Dexter White, how- 
ever much he was a doubtful security risk, as in- 
dicated by FBI reports, was “known” to be a 
“Communist spy” in 1946. 

Second, Mr. Brownell did not prove that, 
however much Mr. Truman should have known 
about the reports involving White, Mr. Truman 
was in fact aware of them at the time he sent 
White’s name to the Senate as the United States 
representative to the International Monetary 
Fund. 

. * . 

Unable to prove his outrageous original state- 
ment, Mr. Brownell continued to back away from 
it. He said again that he “did not. impugn his 
(Mr. Trumdh’s) loyalty.” He objected that what 
he said in Chicago had been lifted out of con- 
text. But he did not deny the accuracy of his 
own words quoted back to him. 

J. Edgar Hoover's testimony confirmed the 
former President’s statement to the American 
people Monday night that when he, Mr, Truman, 
however belatedly, learned that he had appointed 
a highly dubious man in 1946 to the Monetary 
Fund post, he bestirred himself to correct it. 


The FBI Director said most emphatically that 
he did not approve the decision of Mr. Truman 
to allow White’s commission to go through, after 
Mr. Truman learned of the contents of the Feb. 
1, 1946 report involving White. Mr. Hoover 
said “it was unwise for White to serve.” 

But Mr. Hoover also said that this decision 
was not for him to make. His testimony shows 
that he did not and does not look on himself as 
a policy-making officer. It shows that the re- 
sponsibility for decision rested on his superiors. 
That responsibility Harry S. Truman assumed 
fully in his report to the people Monday night. 

x ~ * 

The way in which Mr. Hoover confirmed 
former. President Truman's defense of himself 
against the original Brownell charge of knowing- 
ly appointing a “Communist spy” was by showing 
what Mr. Truman did after learning of the Feb. 
1, 1946 report involving White. 

The Hoover testimony made clear that after 
having appointed the questionable White—doubt- 
less through lamentable ignorance of the earlier 
reports involving him—-Mr. Truman then went 
into action in February, 1946, when the FBI data 
against White came to Mr. Truman's attention. 

Thus Mr. Hoover's testimony was a help to Mr. 
Truman to the extent that it confirmed the 
former President's statement that the alterna- 
tives, after White's férmal approval by the 
Senate for the Monetary Fund post, were, first, 
to cancel the appointment; second, to ask White 
to resign; or third, to let him take his job under 
FBI surveillance. 

The decision of Mr. Truman and his Cabinet 
advisers was that a dismissal was legally ques- 
tionable and that asking for a resignation would 
tip off White and perhaps others involved in 
the investigation. The third choice was accepted, 
and this also was confirmed by Mr. Hoover, who 
said that once the decision was made, however 
much he disagreed with it, the FBI continued 
its work of watching White and others. 

. 7 - 

However much the third choice looked best at 
the time, it turned out to be highly unfortunate 
in that one of the others named in the FBI 


reports, V. Frank Coe, was soon appointed 


Secretary of the International Monetary. Fund. 

Thus a case can be made out for laxity at the 
White House and for a questionable decision as 
a consequence of the laxity. But no case can 
be made for a knowing betrayal of security by 
Mr. Truman, 

Mr. Brownell’s grievous error is that he was 
not content to do what he might reasonably have 
done. In his Chicago speech, he might have 
done what he did in his retreating action before 
the Jenner subcommittee—he might have de- 
scribed the White. House staff laxity in handling 
the early FBI reports in which White’s name 
was mentioned. He might have given the dates 
on these and asked why it was that Mr. Truman 
took no action.before he did. 

The part of the Attorney General's testimony 
which reported activities of the so-called espion- 
age ring unquestionably was intensely interesting 
to the millions of Americans who watched the 
hearing on television. The viewers must have 
felt that they were being taken behind the 
scenes, and in a sense they were, since Mr. 
Brownell declassified certain previously “top 
secret” reports before their eyes. 

. . a 

Thus Mr. Brownell in his testimony presented 
a case of laxity and used its interest-attracting 
details to distract attention from the fact that 
in his Chicago speech he did not charge laxity, 
as he might have done, but far more than laxity. 

That was Mr. Brownell’s grievous error, Mr. 
Truman's grievous error was that he appointed 
a man who was a security riak and did not know 
it when he did so. 

But the former President's loyalty is not to 
be questioned and Mr. Brownell has withdrawn 
from the import of his original charge. -Thus 
Mr, Truman is exonerated of willful betrayal 
of the national secyrity as it was obvious from 
the start that he would be.

It sounds as though the Klan 
had defined the “patriotic and civic groups” for 
whose use the memorial hall is reserved, By the 


standards of the Founding Fathers, the men who: 


drew up the Constitution and the Bill of Rights, 
the A.C.L.U. is about as patriotic and civic as 
a group can be. Certainly it is infinitely more 
patriotic than an organization of hysteria-spread- 
ers who try to high-pressure public officials. 
The A.C.L.U, exists to keep our constitutional 


liberties alive. Indeed its purpose was best ex- 
pressed just 90 years ago by the tall, gaunt man 
who prayed “that this nation, under God, shall 
have a new birth of freedom, and that govern- 
ment of the people, by the people. and for the 
people shall not perish from the earth.” 

The Minute Women and Mr. Brown, however, 
might have kept Abraham Lincoln away from 
Gettysburg because he wags “too controversial.”

Where the Business Man’ Can Help 


On the basis of the number of persons en- 
gaged in it, education is America’s largest 
business and its product is of prime importance 
to the nation’s future, How competently is this 
business being operated in St. Louis? 

Those who visited the schools Tuesday on 
Education-Business Day, an event designed to 
promote better understanding between indi- 
vidual business men and the schools, probably 
would answer that by and large the St. Louis 
system is doing at least an acceptable job, and 
perhaps even more than that. But what may 
have concefned those business men who looked 
closely is the unhealthy organization under 
which the schools are foreed to function.  . 

The unvarnished fact is that in St. Louis the 
principal ig not the master of his school. The 
head custodian operates entirely independently 
of the principal, and the manager of the school 
lunchroom is vested with almost as much inde- 
pendence. This all grows from the fact that St. 
Louis has no single Superintendent of Schools; 
instead, it has four independent executives who 
compete for slices of the budget. No one offi- 
cer is responsible for the system and no one 
person is responsible for the individual school. 

To the business man, this certainly appears 
to be an intolerable situation and he is right. 
No business could operate efficiently and eco- 
nomically with such a hodge-podge organization 
and neither can the schools. 

The remedy lies in a change in the St. Louis 
school law that would create a Superintendent 
of Schools charged with sole responsibility for 
executing public school business at the direc- 
tion of the School Board. This is the so-called 
“unit control” plan of administration that has 
suffered a thousand deaths in the Legislature. 

Business men Interested in improving their 
schools without shelling out even greater sums 
to the tax collector might consider what they 
can do to convince the next Legislature of the 
need for a change in St. Louis. 
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Strolling With the Princess | 

Princess Margaret, whose refusal to get into 
a royal rut brings our applause from time to 
time, has done it again. She broke one of the 
strictest rules of the British royal household 
by going out for a walk in London unescorted, 
instead of sticking to the enclosures where 
walking is done with the approved protocol. 

A walk has got to lead one to unexperienced 
places, at least occasionally, and it must be al- 
ways subject to change without notice. Other- 
wise it is not a walk at all in the sense of 
being a source of enjoyment, but is at most 
only an effective means of getting somewhere. 
The choice of turning right or left at any cor- 
ner, and the availability of enough corners to 
make choosing interesting, are essential to 
happy walking. 

Princess Margaret is a wise young woman to 
know about that. Many pleasant walks to her; 
full of corners to turn and gay surprises! 
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Basis for Korean Conference 

Even though Arthur Dean, the American rep- 
resentative, rejected the Communist proposal 
that the Korean political conference be held at 
Panmunjom, the negotiators seem to be getting 
a little closer. 

Mr. Dean has now told the Chinése and the 
North Koreans that the United States would 
ask its allies to consider neutral participation 
in the talks on two conditions: 

1. If the belligerents reached agreement 
on Korea and desired to broaden the con- 
ference to include other Astan questions. 


2. If the conference comes to a stalemate 
and agreement on Korea seems impossible. 


This is a definite advance from Mr. Dean’s 
earlier statement that neutral participation 
might be considered after the negotiators had 
set a time and a place for the conference. If 
the Communists really want a conference, Mr. 
Dean has now offered them a formula which 
virtually gives them all that in good reason they 
can ask. 
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Railroads’ Commendable Change 

The western railroads’ change of mind about 
extending the reduction of freight rates on hay 
is commendable. Frisco and Missouri Pacific 


_ deserve special gratitude for taking the lead. 


The 50 per cent rate reduction on hay shipped 
into drouth disaster areas of Missouri will now 
continue to apply until the task should be com- 
pleted. Agriculture Secretary Benson could 
round out this action by advising President Eis- 
enhower to designate the 29 remaining Mis- 
souri counties as disaster areas, thugs making the 
rate r-duction applicable to them.

A Date With Labor 


President Eisenhower has made a definite: 


date with labor to seek changes in the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. The date is for January. 

In his campaign, Mr. Eisenhower promised to 
work for changes in the labor law, but was not 
definite about when and how. The answer to 
“when?” is supplied in his message to the CIO 
convention in Cleveland. The President says 
he will submit labor law proposals to Congress 
when it convenes. 

The message also helps to reply to a point 
raised by Walter Reuther in his first report as 
CIO President. Mr, Reuther offered a budget, 
from labor's viewpoint, of Administration credits 
in foreign policy against debits in the domestic 
field. Then he said: 

The fact is that to a degree unparalleled 
in decades the direction of the Administra- 
tion’s policies has been turned over by the 
President to certain congressional leaders, 


to mémbers of his Cabinet . . . and to in- 
fluential members of the White House staff. 


This was indeed the trouble over labor policy. 
For the Administration wasted months in trying 
to get agreement among leaders of industry and 
labor, Congressmen and its own Cabinet officers 
—only to stub its toe when the attempt failed 
and former Secretary of Labor Durkin felt 
obliged to resign. | 

Mr. Durkin’s resignation in September, and 
the events which prompted it, clearly showed 
that the President could not delegate final deci- 
sions in labor policy, or count on “teamwork” 
where agreement was next to impossible. The 
Administration would have to make up its own 
mind and formulate its own labor policy if it 
were to keep its campaign promise.

complish this task between now and January,

espionage’; discounts Senator's move to invade General Electric.

The statement of Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. Stevens that investiga- 
tions at the Army Signal Corps labora- 
tories at Fort Monmouth -had not fre- 
vealed ‘anything relating to espionage” 
is reassuring. 

For more than a month there have 
been reports and suggestions that dis- 
coveries of a grave kind were in prog- 
ress. Senator McCarthy called the case 
“one of the most serious we have ever 
undertaken”; h e 
characterized it as 
having “all the ear- 
marks of extremely 
dangerous espion- 
age.” 

More cautious 
comments from the 
Defense Depart- 
ment seemed ° to 
substantiate these 
remarks. 

But last Friday 
the Secretary of the 
Army put the whole matter in a dif- 
ferent perspective. Contrary to what 
Senator McCarthy had previously in- 
dicated, no documents have been proved 
missing. 

Of the 33 scientists. engineers and 
technicians suspended for security rea- 
sons, a number are already being re- 
stored, None is involved in charges of 
espionage. 

The difficulty of judging this type of 
case from the outside is obvious. Essen- 
tial‘ information is necessarily lacking. 
Yet the accounts of dismissals at Fort 
Monmouth combined with the various 
public statements did certainly make it

appear that a vital work of investiga- 


tion was being pursued, The Senator 
from Wisconsin seemed to have struck 
a fertile field, and this newspaper was 
glad to acknowledge the apparent merit 
of what he was accomplishing. 


The fact that the hearings were not 
public, that names were not bandied 
about, was a_new and, we believed, wel- 
come procedure. 

This very procedure, however, gave 
Senator McCarthy an opportunity to 
present his own version of things, with- 
out any possibility of verification, to 
the public. It is a vérsion that Mr. 
Stevens’ .statements have drastically 
altered. 

That individuais have not been sub- 
jected to false charges is to the good. 
Yet is it a negligible thing that an or- 
ganization has been smeared? 

The work done at a place like Fort 
Monmouth depends for its effectiveness 
on the morale of men who receive no 
public recognition and comparatively 
small material rewards, 

The picture of this place as a nest 
of spies can hardly have done less than 
weaken the incentives which spur such 
men to creative work—to say nothing of 
promoting doubts and confusion in the 
Aaerican public, 

The thought that such a picture was 
created by Senator McCarthy to further 
his own ambitions is bitter indeed. 

The Senator has now moved on to 
another field of investigation, the Gen- 
eral Electric plant at Schenectady. 

The record made at Monmouth gives 
all too little reason for having confi- 
dence in the sobriety or sense of re- 
sponsibility with which this next in- 
guiry will be conducted.

It Pays to Heed Judge Moore

Federal District Judge George H. 
Moore, of St. Louis, stated that he has 
not been getting “adequate support” 
from the Department of Justice for an 
investigation of labor racketeering in 
his district, 

This is not the first time that Judge 
Moore has complained of inadequate 
support from the Justice Department. 
He did so several years ago in the case 
of some St. Louis tax scandals. And 
what happened? 

At that time Mr. Lamar Caudle was 
chief of the tax division and Mr. J, How- 


ard McGrath was Attorney General. It 
was not long aiierward that both of 
these men bit the dust. 

As for the tax investigation, Judge 
Moore told his grand jury at that time 
to go right ahead, The result was a slew 
of indictments followed by convictions 
which included the conviction of James 
P. Finnegan, St. Louis tax collector and 
close friend of President Truman. 

If present officials $f the Department 
of Justice are prudent, they will make 
haste to see that Judge Moore now gets 
the kind of support that he asks for,

Other concessions offered by 
‘the Soviet envoy to Kekkonen 
lreportedly include converting 
'Finland’s ruble surplus into 
western currencies, a substantial 
‘Soviet loan and increased Rus- 
sian purchases of Finnish prod- 
ucts. 

Kekkonen headed the minor- 
\ity cabinet which was succeeded 
‘by Tuomija’s caretaker govern-

Virginia 
Report on 


The Illini 
Is Similar 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., 
Nov. 18 (AP)}—The return of the 
one-platoon system was blamed 
by a University of Virginia doc- 
tor today for an “alarming” 30 
per cent increase in injuries to 
players on Virginia’s football 
squad, 

Dr. Charles J. Frankel, a fac- 
ulty member at the university’s 
medical school and examiner for 
the American Board of Ortho- 
pedic Surgery, said there has 
been a similar upswing in inju- 
ries at other colleges he has 
checked. 

Furthermore, he said, the in- 
juries have been more severe 
than in the days of unlimited 
substitutions. 

“College athletes, with few 
exceptions, are not as rugged as 
a generation ago,” Dr. Frankel, 
Virginia team physician, de- 
clared. 

He said injuries this year have 
been more frequent and more 
serious not only in actual game 
competition but in practice ses- 
sions as well. The practice in- 
juries are attributable to the 
efforts of coaches to condition 
their players to action on both 
offense and defense, Dr. Frankel 
said 

No Longer ‘Iron Man.’ 

All such efforts, he added, are 
doomed to failure because to- 
day’s college man, by and large, 
isn't the “Iron man” his father 
was. 

“Military service examinations 
have shown that all across the 
country, this generation of young 
men is less rugged than the 
last,” the physician asserted. 
“Most boys today don’t walk as 
much as they used to. They 
usually ride in an auto and con- 
sequently their legs and their 
bodies are weaker.” 

As team doctor here, Dr. 
Frankel has kept records of all 
football injuries at Virginia since 
1935. This year the injuries are 
running 30 per cent ahead of the 
average for the last 19 years, he 
said. 

- While he could produce no 
statistics, he said his findings 
were similar in checks of. inju- 
ries at Virginia Military Insti- 
tute, Washington and Lee, Wil- 
liam and Mary and the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. , 

Knee injuries of the serious 
kind have soared since the one- 
platoon system was brought 
back, Dr. Frankel said, along 
with other injuries “which occur 
as a result of fatigue. Many 
times, toward the end of a foot- 
ball game, players are so fa- 
tigued they can’t take care of 
themselves.” 

‘One-Platoon No Equalizer.’ 

The return to the one-platoon 
standard “was supposed to be a 
great equalizer—but it’s proving 
just the opposite,” Dr. Frankel 


said. 

“I felt all along this would be 
the case. Instead of cutting down 
on their squads, the colleges 
that really go in for football are 
collecting three or four teams 
of equal ability and alternating 
them in competition. 

“This means that the. college 
that can’t afford a tremendous 
squad is at an even greater dis- 
advantage than it was in the 
two-platoon era. 

“It’s an alarming situation, and 
one that won't be remedied un- 
til the rules are changed.” 

Dr. Frankel is considered an 
authority on athletic injuries and 
their treatment and has been the 
author of many papers on the 
subject for professional journals. 
He played tackle for Lafayette 
in his college days.

day's hunt.

WHEN HAVE people arrived 
at the point to undertake self- 
government?.

The Soviet Union has not 
proven by its actions in the past 
that it is particularly concerned 
for the right of people to govern 
themselves, but it has argued for 
the rights of Morocco and Tu- 
nisia. 

Had the Russians succeeded in 
causing a breach between the 
United States and the other 
Western powers it would cer- 
tainly not have brought about 
better conditions in North Af- 
rica and would have weakened 
the world situation against Com- 
munism. So many aspects of 
these situations must be consid- 
ered that one can never decide 
on one aspect but one must take 
into consideration many others.

I COULD ARGUE several points with you, just for the 
sake of argument, Mrs. Z. No one should retire from active 
work, unless under the order of his physician.

HE principal reading of 

the vast majority of peo- 

ple is the daily newspa- 
per. This means that their 
thinking is to a great degree 
standardized, that their 
knowledge of the world is de- 
rived principally from one 
source, and that what has 
happened is of little impor- 
tance, for nothing is as old as 
yesterday's newspaper. 


But the is not a dead 
past, but a past. As our 
memory influences our pres- 


ent actions and our future de- 
cisions, so what has trans- 
pired in our political world 
determines to a great extent 
what will happen in the fu- 
ture. 

Among the past events, per- 
haps no one of recent years 
so much summarizes our prob- 
lems as the forgotten tragedy 
of Poland. 


* * ® 

I REMEMBER’ some years 
ago writing these lines for a 
radio broadcast: “Poland has 
been crucified between two 
thieves.” By the two thieves 
were meant the Nazis and the 
Soviets. The American people 
in those days believed the 
Soviets were sincere, despite 
Lenin’s dictum that “we must 
use every,lie, deceit and cun- 
ning in order to establish 
world revolution.” 

I received a telegram from 
one of the censors saying I 
could not make that state- 
ment over the air because it 
would be offensive to the 
I sent back a wire 
saying: “How would it be if 
we call. Russia the good 
thief?” But the censor did not 
think it a bit funny. 

The fact was and still is 
that Poland has been cruci- 
fied between two thieVes. 
Eighty-five per cent of its 
homes were destroyed first 
by the Nazis, and a million 
were made homeless. Then 
came the Soviets to give per- 
manence to ruin and add new 
links to the chains of slavery. 

It was because of - Poland 
that World War II began, and 
so it was understood as men 
spoke of “Danzig or the Sec- 
ond World War.” 

Though journalists today 
speak of Russia and the Third 
World War, a more just ap- 
praisal would be “Poland or 
the Third World War,” Po- 
land is the cameo of the 
world situation; the knot of 
political Europe; the key to 
whether we will have justice 
or force in the world for the 
next hundred years. 


‘ * b = 

THE UNIQUENESS of Po- 
land is derived not from the 
fact that the Soviets have 
raped Poland and taken it into 
their imperialistic harem, but 
because at the end of World 
War II Europe concurred in 
the crime. 

What disappeared was the 
Poland for which England and 
France took up arms, the Po- 
land which was at the heart of 
the Atlantic Charter to which 
Stalin subscribed. The Atlantic 
Charter promised that every 
people and every nation would 
be allowed to choose the gov- 
ernment it saw fit; Poland was 
denied this, first by the™ in- 
vasion of the Soviets and then 
by the concurrence of Europe 
in the murder of Poland, 

The United Nations never 
seems to see the inconsistency 
of the Soviets 


inciting nationalism, while at 
the same ee — ing othe: 
Poland and the other coun- 
tries behind the Iron Curtain. 

Russia had no right over 
Poland—that is elementary in- 
ternational ethics. For Europe 
to give judicial sanction to’ 
what was taken by force, was 
to agree in the robbery. 


* ¥ * 

JUST SUPPOSE that the 
whole emphasis of the free 
world in the U.N: was changed. 
Suppose that instead of organ- 
izing political forces against 
the “enemy”, Russia, it changed 
the emphasis and reopened 
the question of Poland? The 
stress would then be not on 
resisting an evil, but on de- 
fending a right. 

No nation is strong when it 
opposes another nation be- 
cause it steals; but every na- 
tion is strong when it affifms 
that honesty shall be the policy 
in all international relations. 
There is more vigor in uniting 
for the right of Poland than 
in uniting against the im- 
perialism of Russia. 

If free nations take not the 
position of loving the good, 
then the hope of Poland must 
be beyond all hopes of poli- 

« tics. Then there must be com- 
bined in our hearts a faithful- 
ness to the duty of restoring 
Poland, along with the enor- 
mous inequality of the task. 
Our hopes then must be lik- 
ened to the flowers and trees 
that shed their verdure in the 
long winters, only to be re- 
born in andther spring. 

One hundred years ago one 
of the heroes of Poland, 
Mickiewicz, wrote: “Poland, 
you will be taken out of the 
tomb, because you are believ- 
ing, loving and full of hope.” 
If the nations fail, then Po- 
land must trust in the Christ 
Who wept over the tomb of 
Lazarus, and Who Weeps now 
over Poland. Poland will then 
find its glory assured in Him 
Who says: “I am the resurrec-
